Indications that the Student 
Executive Council is prepared to 
give its full support to the envis- 
ioned expansion' campaign of the 
McGlll band were given last night 
at the regular weclcly Council 
meeting when it voted the sum of 
$1000 for Instruments. 

One of the chronic complaints 
of prospective bandsmen is the lack 
of musical instruments available 
for practices and engagements. This 
has deterred many members from 
joining the organization. However, 
with the. aim afoot: to build Mc- 
Gill's band Ihto a top-flight musical 
group, It was felt that à first move 
must be In the direction . of im- 
plementing the stocks. 
' The hope was raised that the 
band will aid iUelf financially by 
gaining a cut of the gate receipts 
at functions at which it plays. In 
this way, the organization may 
eventually become self-sustaining. 
BLACK GETS AWARD 
Among the other items of busi- 
ness on the àgénda was the approv- 
al of an executive A award to 
Robert Blaclc, Med. 3, who re- 
cently retired as national pres- 
ident of CAMSI. It was felt that 
by his outstanding work on behalf 
of the organization, Black had done 
much for the 'name of McGill 
among students "of other univer- 
sities. 

The meeting was Informed that 
■the resolution passed by; the Coun- 
cil at a recent meeting concerning 
the Musicians Guild of Montreal 
had been ruled out of order by the 
Board of Governors. The ' explan- 
ation of the latter body was that 
a subject involvinK the hiring of 
orchestras and similar dealings was 
not within the Jurisdiction of tiic 
Council. The Guild has been so in- 
/ formed and has indicated an inten- 
fl tion of contacting the various clubs 
and organizations on the campus 
individually with a view to hav- 
ing union bands engaged for camp- 
us social funclions. > < 

It was reported to the meeting

, on the spceitied date. Tuesday. 
' December 10, due to the disposal 
! of students at various hospitals on 
I that day. Instead, the elections for 
Medicine willjake . place the fol- 
lowing day, Wednesday, • Decem- 
ber U. 

A report was put forward that a 
contest is being prepared to in- 
crease the number of McGill songs 
and cheers. A prize of $50 was 
approved for a suitable marching 
song, while cheers will alio be 
solicited. Further details will be 
forthcoming. 

An Idea was offered that McGill 

Eongs and cheers be recorded and 
sold as an album to fstudents and 
graduates. It was believed that 
such a plan would 'do much toward 
increasing campus spirit. The cheer-

The' McGill Film Society is pre- 
senting "Java-Bali Report" as the 
feature attraction of its first eve- 
ning ' program: tonight at 8.15 in 
Rooni 390 'of the Biology Building. 
The second film on the evening 
will be "Herring Hunters of the 
Pacific". "Java-Bali • Report" will 
also be shown at 5 o'clock In Room 
250, but as the running time for 
It Is' one hoiir, the 'second picture 
will not be shown at this time. 

Filmed and narrated by David 
Griffin, an explorer, linguist. lec- 
turer and professional cameraman, 
"Java-Ball - Report" records the 
dramatic story of the Javanese and 
Ball'nesc peoples — their manner- 
isms, habits and customs, their 
folklore and dances, and the magi- 
cal beauty of their islands. Court 
dancers, exquisitely gowned in 
golden sarongs, performing the 
ancient Seriml dance; the Intimate 
details of a Balinesc wedding; 
elaborate and colourful tribal cere- 
monies; great plantations of tea, 
rubi>er, quinine and sugar reveal- 
ing the vast wealth of the Indies 
—all these scenes add exotic beauty 
to Griffin's colour photography. 
Behind all this pageantry and 
colour runs the story of Java's hope 
for independence — the Indepen- 
dence which, 800 years ago. the 
ancient Hindu King DJayab Haya 
prophesied would come after a 
short period under Japanese rule. 

Brilliant technicolour and the In- 
terêsting't story of ' deep-sea fishing 
for herring along the west coast 
of North America, combine to make 
••Herring Hunters of the Pacific" a 
picture well worth seeing. Some 
clever work with the motion pic- 
ture camera produces an Impres- 
sionistic film record of canning 
processes In west coast factories.

A tentative questionnaire was 
drawn up. This questionnaire will 
be .used as a basis for obtaining 
knowledge on employment prob- 
lems In Canada as they pertain to 
University students. Discussion on 
this questionnaire is sought from 
the McGill students, because it will 
be with this questionnaire that 
Clem Beauchamp, Chairman of 
N.F.C.U.S., will proceed to discuss 
employment for University stu- 
dents at the National Conference 
of N.F.C.U.S. next December.

Debators 
Win Split 
Decision 

LOYOLA LOSES 

British Position 
In Palestine 
Upheld 



Last night saw McGiil's first vic- 
tory in the Montreal Debating 
League series when they overcame 
a strong Loyola team and won a 
split decision from the Judges. 

First speaker of the evening was 
Roland. LaPrairie of McGill, who 
fully. Introduced the subject and 
explained the meaning of the reso- 
lution "Resolved that the British 
position in Palestine is in agreement 
with the principles of the United 
Nations." Justice was and has been 
the basis on the British position in 
Palestine, was the speaker's opin- 
ion. 

Second speaker of the evening 
was Dave Dohan of Loyola, who 
agreed, with the interpretation of 
the subject as given by the first 
affirmative speaker, but took issue 
on British Justice, accusing Britain 
of making and breaking treaties at 
will — Injustice to Arab and Jew 
alike. 

The. second speaker ;for the affir- 
mative was Max MaeMahon, a quiet 
but forceful speaker, who traced 
the history of Palestine and made 
the point that Britain was trying to 
give Justice to the Jew and Arab 
alike but was being thwarted by 
world events. ' 

The second speaker for the nega- 
tive, Joe Roney, went on still 
further in a dire accusation of Brit- 
ain's past double dealing. After 
the ifebiittal by the first speakér of 
the evening In which he demon- 
strated that it seemed like the two 
negative speakers had been break- 
ing each other's arguments, the 
debate was brought to a close with 
the Judges awarding thé decision 
to the affirmative team. 

Judges'for the evening were Mes- 
sers Lome Thomas, Stuart Elkins, 
and Jaek'Polsbn. Chairman for the 
debate •was ?H. M. Banfill, McGill 
representative on the Montreal de- 
bating league. 



Gordon Spoke 
ToliiS Club 



An informal meeting of the Mc- 
Gill Political Economy Club ad- 
dressed by Scott Gordon, Bronfman 
Fellow of Economics, was held last 
night and .^eclared by a member 
of the i pxwitiv e to have" been "one 
of the bestShcetings in the history 
of the group." 

Taking place in the Common 
Room of R.V.C., the topic of Scott 
Gordon's talk was. "Forecasting 
Methods Employed In the Depart- 
ment of Reconstruction". The sub- 
ject was dealt with in a technical 
manner according to the plans of 
the club to have regular meetings 
of interest primarily to honours 
students in economics. 

Mr. Gordon . described the meth- 
ods of procedure employed by the 
Dominion Government in attempt- 
ing to forecast economic trends and 
pointed out that the present meth- 
ods involve short run analysis only. 
He also disclosed that economic 
forecasting is still an art rather 
than an exact science though some 
of 'the l>est\A'economic artists" in 
Canada are' presently employed . in 
the.^OeparUnent of Reconstruction. 

Refreshments were provided by 
the Club under the supervision of 
Gleniia Lymburner, .Social Con- 
venor. After, the speech, the floor 
was thrown open' for discussion 
and numerous questions were ask- 
ed of the guest speaker. Cranford 
Pratt, President, was chairman of 
the session.

Professor Helps Eliminate V-I 
With Same Tactics Used on Bugs

In 1943 British Intelligence had 
reason to be apprehensive. Exten- 
sive photo-reconnaissance of Peene- 
munde showed that the' German's 
were preparing to project their 
initial flying bomb attack. 

Accordingly, in December, a 
staff conference' convened to bring 
defensive ' measures, called Opera- 
tion ,Crossix>w, to a highly ' scien- 
tific level. Fundamentally the prob- 
lem was this— how many tons of 
bombs, of what intensity had to be 
used to smash the bases by D-day. 
Furthermore, it had to be accomp- 
lished with a maximum . both in 
probability ot success and-etonomy 
of aircraft. , , ' > 

■'Sqdn.' Ldr. John Stanley'' listen- 
ed >yith more than polite interest, 
as the high ranking officers out- 
lined the facts. He was present 
only as a casual observer. In priv- 
ate life he was Associate Professor 
of Biology at Queen's -University 
and had conducted extensive re- 
search on the population growth 
of bugs. Immediately he realized

that his knowledge so gained of 
.bio-mathbiatlcs .could, with certain 
modifications, be applied to the 
present situation.' He volunteered 
for the Job. 

Regarding the growth of bases as 
animals, and the planes as para- 
sites tending to destroy them, 
Sqdn. Ldr. Stanley's first calcula- 
tions were ready on Jan. 1, 44, six 
days later. Tliey, consisted of sets of 
tables that predicted various agreed 
upon chances . of doing various 
levels of damajge. Such factors as 
the structure, size, and spacing of 
buildings, the accuracy , of differ- 
ent kinds of aircraft using visual, 
instrumental, high and low level 
bombing, and losses from A.A. and 
fighters were only part of the in- 
tricacies that were taken into ac- 
count. 

By the required deadline, all the 
original launching sites had been 
destroyed and the enemy was 
forced to use prefabricated ones 
with a rate of fire of two per hour

Capitalism vs. 
Socialism at 
Peoples Forum

Whether a reformed capitalistic 
system or a state socialistic econ- 
omy must exist in the future in 
order to attain the highest stand- 
ard of living, was the essence of 
a discussion last night at the Peo- 
ples' < Forum in the Montreal High 
School on ■ the topic "The future 
organization of Industry in •Democ- 
racies." 

William E. Gladstone Murray 
argued on behalf of free enterprise 
while Eugene Forsey upheld col- 
lective industry. Both Mr. Murray 
and Mr. Forsey are McGill gradu- 
ates and Rhodes Scholars. Mr. 
Murray based his case on the ques- 
tion "Can there be a socialistic 
democracy?" "No," he stated, "De- 
mocracy and Socialism cannot go 
together. If Democracy is to sur- 
vive, then great businesses must 
remain in private hands. He how- 
ever acclaimed that the capitalistic 
system must have some improve- 
ments. But that this reformation 
is now in progress. . To this end 
there must be vigilance against 
monbpolies and cartels, and the 
standard of living of the workers 
in general has -to be improved. 

Mr. Murray spent some time on 
the achievements, of capitalism in 
the past, stating that in the last 
hundred and fifty years, science, 
under free enterprise, had increased 
the mode of living to what it is 
today. Mr. Forsey responded to 
this with the argument that it Is 
true the capitalists have made im- 
provements, that no one will deny 
that, but that this system has now 
reached Its optlnium and that it is 
now time to change to a new sys- 
tem; ' " . . '<•' '■ " 

Mr. Murray then attacked the 
general principles of Socialism. 
He declared that business for pro- 
fit produces what people want, but 
that governmental Industry pro- 
duced .what they thought good for 
the people. Further he compared 
the socialistic government of Eng- 
land to the early Puritan govern- 
ment under Cromwell, taking the 
word Puritan as a spiritual and 
material dictatorship. He claimed 
that the Labor government so 
solidly believed that they were 
right, that they tooic criticism as re- 
bellion. He stated that labor-man- 
agement troubles under private en- 
terprise was publically aired but 
that in socialism It was smothered 
over. 

Mr. Forsey replied to these accu- 
sations first, that the people as a 
whole did not sta)e what they want

So she 
wrote to daddy and he said U was 
alright and then she wrote to the 
place where you get refugees, 
wherever that Is. And we waited 
about six months while they inves- 
tigated our whole family back for 
five generations. I mean, consld 
cring the fact that a lot of refu 
gee children came from the slums 
of London I don't think they had 
to be quite so particular— all sorts 
of things like did daddy drink and 
waa there ever Insanity in the fam 
ily and wu I legitimate— and peo 
pie had to vouch for us or refer 
cncc or whatever it is they do but 
anyway— finally it was all fixed up 
and we were going to get Eliza 
both.

We were only in Rio three days 
and I don't remember much about 
It, We stayed at a hotel and every 
night mummy and daddy went out 
to cabanas and that made Elizabeth 
awfully annoyed because she 
thought she should go too. 

Then we went to a little place 
called La Puerta and we got a 
house and we got a dog and we 
got some maids and a butler and a 
gardener and a garden and lots of 
tarantulas, because you olways get 
them anyway in South America, 
and there was mummy and daddy 
and me and Elizabeth.
